Us
they impoverish, and take from us the
protection of the laws, and give our
birth-rig- to the negroes whom they
prefer a" political associates; but on
themselves they heap disgrace, as the
man or people always does that is not
noble enough to sympathize with and
respect a conquered but heroic enemy.

A private letter in the New York Ti meg

from a violent radical army ofilcer--- a
northern man gives, if possible, a worse
picture of suffering than any we have
bad. But, he thinks it right to stop per-

secution somewhere, and, therefore, after
an abundance of personal reflections
upon the stupidity and acrimony of those
around him, writes as follows, in words
which make one's heart ache and cheeks
to tingle with shame :

The truth is that these people are so
tortured with debt and poverty that they
hardly mind anything which "has not a
direct relation to gettiuir daily bread and
necessary raiment 1 do hope to God
that we never shall approach the horri-
ble crime and cruelty of confiscation or
any similar measure of mere vengeance.
Looking this desolate and pauperized
community of widows and orphans in
the face. I feel like imprecating curses
ou the bead uf any man who strives to
a id to their misery. Tub amemimeut
is right it punishes the very men who
ought to te punished ; it is simple and not
unmerciful justice. I approve of Sher-
man's military bill because it enforces
the amendment. But tuis whisrleriug
about confiscation seems to me like the
whispering of murderers. A large por-
tion of this people is close on the verge
of starvation ; and if you take away
their land, or if you render their landed
tenures so insecure as to Interfere with
the planting of crop, there will be hor-
rible misery ; the south will be a Poland,
an Ireland, an India, a hell to itself and
a horrible disgraos te us.

There is a family within a mile of this
place living iu a " brush house,' a shanty
of fresh pine branches. It consists of a
mother who had a son killed, a daughter
of twenty who had a husband killed,
another daughter of thirteen, and a
grandchild of three. Tbe oldest daugh-
ter told me that she had been all over
the village to get work, aud bad failed
I furnished them with some clothing
from the bureau stores, but how they are
to live through tbe year 1 can't imagine.
They were poor before the war, but not
like this. They " had a family ibl
once, uud faihar tfsessaM mer so much of
it." A few words of pity brought the
tears rolling down the eldest girl's sallow
cheeks. "Oh!" she sand, " Tm been
through a power in the last two ye-t- r a."
Sue told me that she wasn't used to going
barefoot in the winter, and it made her
sick, which I consider very probable, as
we have had three inches of snow.
